"However, as I have previously stated, we are most reluctant 
to extend the release of secret data until both our countries are 
operating tinder the Principles and Standards of Security drawn up 
in Paris last summer. R 

The Department of Defense notes that the above paper omits the 
section headed Discussion which was part of the previous caper (TCT
